MINING IN VANCOUVER AND 
BRITISH COLUMBIA. 



If any coniidence is to be placed in tbe 
Elmro market, it would seem that a day oi 
great prosperity is dawning for Vnncourci 
Island. Wo pee shares in the coppor and 
other /nines running up to fabulous prices, and 
eagerly sought after by thoso who ought to 
know the value of shares in this town. Thero 
has been for the Inst six moutho n Btcady in- 
crease in the value of.all mining shares within 
the colony, and it is with great satisfaction 
that Ihoso whoso whole interests are bound 
up in the prosperity of tbo country must wit- 
ness such a transition from the too groat do- 
sire that existed a year ago for everything 
connected with British .Columbia, in prefer- 
ence to Vancouver Island. Doubtloss as tbe 
mining season of Cariboo approaches, many 
will bo tempted with the prospect or the 
large wages and big strikes that ara expected 
to be made in the upper country, and will 
profor running tbo chance of large profits 
thero, than of a small certainty here. We 
would not for one monieet discourage the 
miner from trying his kick in Cariboo again, 
for we have every reason to suppose that the 
coming season will be better for nil working 
miners than any of the preceding years have 
b?en, there is every prospect of provisions 
being cheaper than heretofore, and very 
little prospect oi labor being valued 
at a lower rate; iu the first place it is not an- 
ticipated that thero will be so many miners on 
Williams and tbo adjoining Creoks Ihis year, 
as there were last: and in the next place, from 
tbo gradual introduction of machinery, great 
results are looked for, which may in all pro- 
bability, effect a revolution in tho present 
system ol mining altogether. Ono of tho ef- 
fects of this introduction will be to facilitate, 
miliar than check, the employment of labor; 
whilst, p.t the same time, from the Bimple fact 
of its having been conducive to the economiz- 
ing of labor, it will lead to greater enterprise 
on tho part of those who are the principal em- 
ployers oi labor. If, for instance, a mining 
company are prepared to spend S5.000 in 
prospecting, what has formerly resulted in the 
sinking ol one shaft only, will, by the aid of 
the Artesian borers, ennble the company to 
bore, and consequently to prospect, in ten dif- 
ferent places; and tbe shaft will only be sunk 
when there is a certainly ofgold being found. 
Not that wo can hope or expect that ibis 
system of boring will at onco become gene~ 
ral, but it is- not too much to assume, that 
when once il is ascertained to the satisfaction 
ofpraclical miners that Artesian borers can 
be worked with success on Williams Creek, 
every company holding any unprospccted 
claims, will immediately luko steps to discov- 
er what lies beneath tho surface of their 
claims by means of the borers. But there 
aro many who for divers reasons will not bo 
tempted to undertake tho arduous task of 
reaching tbo mines this year, they will prefer 
waiting until tho result of some of tho new 
experiments are reported by tbe successful 
nOventurers, and wo may jcnnscquently ex- 
pect that we shall have more devoting them- 
selves to mining operations in this colony, il 
only they can find some field for tho exercise 
of thoir energy, and for the display of tho 
experience gained in their previous efforts in 
the upper country. The promulgation of a 
new code of mining laws for Vancouver will, 
in all probability, attract the attention of 
many miners to our, a', present, modest dig- 
gings. If the laws are such as to givo tho 
poor man a fair show in competing with tbe 
capitalists, we can conceive it very probable 
that many steady men who have their own 
strong nrm and health alone to look to for a 
living, will prefer running their chances of 
obtaining a moderate subsistence by mining 
in a country, not so remote from civilization, 
but that il can be reached in a few hours 
front this city, to undertaking the fatigue and 
deprivations which are a part of the very 
Bystem of Cariboo mining. The climate of 
those upper regions is such that many cannot 
stand it who would be well able to do a hard 
days work in a more genial atmosphere. 
In this Island the climate is such 
that all ordinary mining operations 
could bo carried ou with little or no inter- 
ruption from January to December, which is 
of course a matter of groat moment to 
working miners, men who have no capital to 
fall back upon, and who are employing the 
leisure of tho dull season in speculating in 
the mining and share markets. The miner 
who has- worked bard during the whole sea- 
son aad comes down to Victoria to spend his 
winter must be terribly wearied if lie be 
compelled, as many were in the past winter 
to spend four or five monlhs in enforced idle- 
ness. No wages that can be earned will 
compensate the steady working man for such 
an annoyance ns no employment and conse- 
quently no pay during tho winter months, 
lie comes down with a few hundred dollars, 
tho savings ol his summer's labor, and by 
Ihe time the season opens again they are 
in all probability spent, squandered perhaps 
through the waul, of employment, which 
naturally induces extravagant habits. Those 
on the other hand, \.'ho make up their minds 
to slick to the more gradual progress of 
developing tho sources oi wealth of Van- 
couver Island, can go steadily on till they 
have realised such a competency as shall 
satisfy Iliem, or thoy may in nil probability 
snttlo in tho neighborhood of iho mines, 
where before long, if thoy aro in any way 
successful, thero must bo an opening for 
trade and business of every description.

Mr. Cop- 
land underwent a severe cross-exatniuation 
by the accused ; but the evidence wus con- 
clusivo iipainst liord, who applied (or a 
postponement, that he might produce wit- 
nesses'. Mr. Copland slated that ho had no 
pe/sonal reeling in the mutter; Bond hud 
done considerable injury which he could not 
replace; not only had he pulled down about 
150 ffecf or the fence, but ho had also de- 
stroyed trees of two years growth and u hay 
Etacli had been demolished. He would, how- 
ever, not bo unreasonable and would consent 
to withdraw the case if Bond would under- 
take to replace tho fence and trees, lie really 
believed that Bond did not know it was an 
offence to pull people's fences down, as he 
had done the same thing before. -Mr Pera- 
bcrton remarked that Bond was not so ignor- 
ant of law as that, nnd reminded tho accused 
that causing one shilling worth of damage to 
another man's property subjected him to a 
lino of £5 with imprii'ooment. The oaso was 
aliened to stand over till Monday; to allow 
time lor the reparation of tho injury. 

Tin; Charge against Fabian Mitchbll. 
—Tho charge against Fabian Mitchell of 
being unlawfully possessed of a musical box, 
tho property of an Indian, again enme up iu 
tho Polico Court yesterday. Mr. Bishop, lor 
the defence, 3tnted that through the courtesy 
of tho Clerk of the Court, thin matter hud 
been arranged in accordance with tho wishes 
of the Beech. Thero was a difference of 34 
between tho musical box ami the skins. This 
had been halved., and his client had agreed to 
accept 82, and to receive hade the boy. He 
therefore would ask His Worship to say thnt 
there was no ground for issuing a warrant.— 
The magistrate said by giving the accused an 
opportunity of settling the case out of Court, 
it was to be inferred that ho (the magistrate) 
did not look upon the cuse as amounting to 
larceny. The information, however, had been 
sworn* by on Indian, who was a Christian, 
corroborated by Mr. Cunningham, and thero 
was no alternative but to istut a warrant. It 
appeared from the evidence, that Mitchell had 
only himsell to blame for having acted, to say 
tho least, with indiscretion. Ho hnd no do- 
sire to cast any imputation upon the accused, 
but it was Mitchell's own fault that this hnd 
been brought upon him, ami it therefore only 
remained for him to dismiss tho charge. 

'Governor Kkknbdy's Arrival. — The in- 
telligence brought by the Eliza Anderson 
yesterday, enables us to approximate with 
greater certainty the probable date of Capt. 
Kennedy's arrival here. The steamer which 
usually leaves r-fiti Francisco on the 7th, 
would not sail beloro Saturday tho 12th, 
:ind its she would proceed as usual to Port- 
land, we cannot expect our new Governor 
before Sunday next'. It was not positively 
Itnown whether the Sierra Nevada or tha 
facilic would bo the steamer, but it waa be- 
lieved tho lormer, 

Ciiarus of Boat Stealing. — Two men 
namod John O'Cunnoi and Georgo Jones 
were yesterday placed m tho dock having 
been a short time previous arrested by 
officers Hound and Krieksou, upon n charge 
preferred against them by an Italian named 
Thomas Meson, of stealing a fishing boat, 
sails and gear. The evidence of the prose- 
cutor nnd the officers having been hoaid, the 
magistrate remanded the prisoners for ono 
day. 

A charge was brought in tho Polico 
Court yesterday by Joseph Carey against 
■William Oldham, for feloniously taking n 
grutc, of tho value of 52 SO, tho alloyed prop- 
erty ol the prosecutor. It appeared, how- 
ever, that this was a caso of disputed owner- 
ship, and the Magistrate dUmisied the 
charge.

.Air. King for the plaintiffs showed cause. 
The learned counsel said: The lirs/t ground 
taken by tho defendant's counsel is that the 
damages are excessive. Wo must not look at 
the wealth or poverty of the parlies, wo must 
look nt tho laets. Has tlio plaintiff sustained 
a loss? And next "docs the contract id any 
way furnish ground on which to measure the 
damages. Tho Court must look al tho con- 
tract and seo what will bo tho position of the 
parlies under it. There is a curtain rate rl 
tolls fixed by this contract, and disposed ol 
by this contract. My friend wishes to throw 
over the evidence of Mr. Moborly ; now he did 
not object at the lime that it would be neces- 
sary to produce the toll hooks of the Douglas- 
Lilloctt route.

New York, March 2 —-The World's special 
saj s : Since the disastrous retreat of Grier- 
son and Smith upon Memphis, tho most sori 
ous apprehensions are felt in official and po- 
litical circles. Their retreat iutcrupts Sher- 
man's communications all along the lino of 
the Mobile and Ohio road, and deprives his 
army of important Sources of supplies, with" 
out.which it is believed he cannot maintain 
his ground ; and, werso still, deprives him of 
his cavalry force, upon which he relied to 
prosocnto his operations. Milita-y men bc- 
lievu Sherman now will ba obliged to rotrace 
his steps and return to Vieksburg. A private 
letter, dated tho '20th, says that Sherman had 
reached Meridian, but hearing of the cavalry 
retreat, dared not proceed. Ho had erected 
cartli-work,s around the city. The report of 
bis occupation of Selma i3 discredited, it 
1 oing 100 miles from Meridian. Tho latest 
news from the South reports Polk between 
tho Selma and Fombigbee, watching Sher- 
man, and prepared to dispute Ins passage ol 
the liver, 

A Washington letter of the 27th states 
that Logan's cavalry, from Huntsville, had 
joined Sherman at Selma, 

The Richmond Examiner ol tho 27th says 
Gen. Talliaforo lelt Savannah on the 22nd, 
to assume command of all tha lorces in 
Florida, l.ien. Bragg is assigned to duty nt 
Richmond, and under the direction of Jeff 
Davis is charged with tha conduct of milt 
tary operations irt the armies of the Confed- 
eracy. 

Additional particulars of tho late battle in 
Florida havo been published. Our force con. 
stated of 4,500 infantry and 400 cavalry, with 
12 pieces of canunu. The enemy's strength 
is reported at thirteen thousand, well posted 
between swamps, protected by earthworks 
and rille pits, and commanded by General 
Gardner, of Port Hudson famo. The report 
that no skirmishers were sent out is untrue. 
After our defeat wo retreated iu good order. 
General Voges had arrived in Jacksonville 
and would take charge of the defenses 
there.

Having reached Meridian, Sherman sent out 
scouts to ascertain whether Logan, wdio had 
a: arted from Florida to meet him. and Smith 
and Griorson, on whoso cavalry ho relied to 
pro<ecuto his march on Selma, were advanc- 
ing. Three days elapsed before he received 
an Miiwcr, but as his army had been or. short 
rations, he, by a rapid movement which dij- 
concerted tho rebels considerably, turnod to- 
wards Aberdeen and Columbus, iu the rich- 
est part of Eastern Mississippi, where his 
army was supplied with fresh provisions. By 
thii movement he turned his bi.ee on Selma 
and Mobile and marched toward Logan, who 
had already advanced, and by an audaoions 
stroke of strategy placed himself at s dis- 
tance ol about 100 miles from Johnston, 
whoso Hank is now menaced by his advance. 
Tho dispatch says that tho rumors spread 
concerning anattack upon Mobile and Selma 
by Sliernmi wore simply to divert public 
attention bum tho real object of the expe- 
dition, which nims at the invasion of Georgia 
somewhere between Trenton and Lafayette. 

Washington, March 5, — Tho President has 
received a dispatch from Kilpatrick; dated 
Korktown, 4lh, which says : 

Colonol Dahlgrcn was directed to mako a 
diversion with 500 men on James river. He 
attacked the enemy on Tuesday and drove 
them on Richmond. Tho main force having 
fallen back, Colonel Dahlgren attempted to 
rejoin 1110. Ilo nnd Col. Cock were with 
the advance guard which again became sepa- 
rated from tho main force which reached hero 
with slight loss. Gen. Hutler adds that a 
rebel deserter informed ono of his aids that 
a Colonel and about 100 men wcro taken 
prisoners. 

It is assigned as a. reason lur tho unusual 
alertness ol the rebels in preparing to ropol 
Kilpatrick, that ttie destruction of the track 
of the Virginia Central Railroad was coin- 
municated to Richmond by Gen, Leo immed- 
iately ufser tho occurrence, by sending a dis« 
patch over the telegraph line batween Rich- 
mond, Lynchburg und Gordonsville. This 
scorns highly probable, from the fact that 
the expedition passed through Lee's pickots 
nnd beyond his rear without skirmish, and 
was mot some distance from Richmond by a 
formidable forco of mounted infantry. 

Cairo, Maroh 5. — A letter recoivod from 
Vicksburg via Mempbis.daled February 27th, 
says : 

The 17th Army Corps has fallen back to 
Jackson, where it is oxpneted to remain for 
tho present. Sherman, with tho remainder 
of his foroo, is en route for tha same place. 
Alljthe railroads on Shermans routo aro ut- 
terly destroyed.

In the 
meantime Stanley's command advanced from 
tliejvioinity of Cleveland, preceded by cav- 
alry, under Col. Long of tile 4th Ohio Cav- 
alry, Tlio latter is said to have penetrated 
withtD thrco miles of Dal ton to-day. 

A. dispntch from Buzzard Roost, Ga., tho 
25lli, 9:.'10 P. it., says Gun. Cruft is in tho 
valley beyond Hocky Falls, where ho found 
tlio enemy in heavy force, ami awaits rein— 
t'oroainorits. Morgan and MuCook aro fool- 
ing tho enemy al Bussard Boost, aud 
ekirmisliiug lively.

At Kiel, in tho Federal Diet, tho Olden- 
burg repiosmtuiive protested against tlie 
mnrch of the Prussians through Lubbock. 

The Duke of Augustenburg Ins boon pro- 
claimed nt Apperadc. 

In tho Houso of Lords, Earl Russell proved 
by a comparison of dates that the Govern- 
ment decision as to detaining the Birkenhead 
iron rams was not influenced by tho repre- 
sentations of Mr. Adams. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Peacock 
gave notico of motion us to the demand for 
compensation made by the United States for 
injuries done by tho Confoderato cruisers. 

Karl Hiissoll said in the House of Lords, 
as to tho claims for damages dono by tho Al- 
abama, that the Government considers itself 
in no way responsible fur them ; and no hope 
is held out for changing the policy respecting 
this. 

The Paris Nord denies that tho French 
army of observation is to be placed on the 
frontier. 

The Paris Patrie asserts that Austria is 
willing to accept an armistice, on condition 
that tha Danes evacuate Duppel and Alscn.

I have, as a German Prince, 
taken a part in t'm Federal execution, nnd in 
concert with tho King of Prussia, Scbleswig 
has been occupied as a pledge. 

Portland, Maine, Maroh 2. — The steam- 
er Damascus, with dates from Liverp"nl to 
the ISth, and from Londonderry to tho 19th, 
has arrived. 

It is stated that the arrangemonts for the 
dcparlur^of Maximilian wore completed. 

Tho Prussians continue their operations 
against the lorl'tfications of Dapple. It is 
staled that they demand that tho Danes 
evacuate Dupplo nnd Alsen, giving a very 
short delay.

A Hong Kong loiter says that on the 23d 
December the Alabama coaled at Singapore 
anil left on the 24th, proceeding to tha west- 
ward. When scarcely outside Singapore she 
burned the British ship Martaban, formerly 
1 tie American Star of Boston. 

The Singapore Timet of January 2d, re- 
marks of this occurrenco : "Capt. Semmes, 
we are inclined to think, will find out that he 
has committed a very serious mistake which 
will shortly put an und to tho Alabama's 
operations." 

Information had boon received at Singa- 
pore that the Alabama bad burned in the 
Straits ol Malacca. December the 20th, tho 
American ship Sonera, owned in Newbury- 
port. Sho wag 707 tuns register. On the same 
day she burned the American ship High- 
lander, 1,049 Ions. 

Tlio Wyoming lelt Singapore for Manilla 
to repair her boiler, a few days bolore the 
Alabama went there. Tin latest advices say 
that the Wyoming took on board 150 tons of 
coal at Labuan. 

There was a perfect stagnation of business 
in American vessels. 

The American brig Wandering Wave, 
Lionel master, left Hong Kong for llong 
Clow on the 23d of November, and on the 
17th December anchored ni a plneo callod 
She Schan, where she was attacked by pi- 
ralos ami all her crow murdered except tho 
captain and second mate. Tho vessel was 
plundered and Brad. Tlio captain and se- 
cond male concealed themselves and subse- 
quently reached tho shore. 

A Liverpool packet, Crosby master, owned 
in Huston, 992 tons register, sailed from llong 
Kong for Shanghai on the 12th September, 
und hns not been hiard of since. On the 
24th there was a severe typhoon at the north 
of Formosa aud it is feared she foundered at 
the time. 

A poBsenger by the Boanerges from Hong 
Kong stales thnt thu Alabama had troue up 
tlio Bay of Bencal; that alio was badly cut 
of repair and did ,ot contemplate visiting 
this coast. 

Soma ol the British rmTchnntj at llong 
Kong, who had feted ami feasted Semmes' 
ngent, were highly indignant when they 
learned that their own property had boen 
destroyed, nnd were willing to contribute 
money to lit out n ves<el to capture her.

Puoet Sound Agricultural Company 

The U. S. Senate has confirmed a trcaly 
by rbioh a final adjustment is to be mado tf 
trie claim of tho Puget Sound Agricultural 
Co upon the United States. This Company, 
composed of members ol Ilia Hudson Bay 
Company, has claimed certain possessory rights 
upon American soil, and, niter thu occupn 
t on of tho soil by settlers, the company set 
up n claim for damages amounting to about 
£2,000,000, but which has beon reduced now 
to $500,000. lSy the treaty just confirmed, 
bu 1 imt yet ratified, it is provided that a 
Commissioner hhall be appointed by the 
United States, who shall appraise the damage 
dono the Puget Sound Company ; and it they 
cannot agree, upon an uppruiaal the whole 
matter shall bo referred to the King of Italy 
as a final arbitrator. 

The Portlandora celebrated the completion 
of tho telegraph lino iu groat style on the 
5th inst., sending congratulatory despatches 
to President Lincoln, tho U. S. Sanitary 
Commission, tho MayorE of Portland, Maine, 
and San Franoisco, nnd the Firo Department 
nf the latter city In tho evening the city 
was generally illuminated. 

Additional from Portland. 
From Messrs. Newman Collins nnd Fallon 
who left Portland on Friday nt 7 o'clock, we 
learn that tho steamer Panama, which reached 
Portland on llie 10th inst., would sail lor 
Snn Francisco on Saturday the 12lh, liking a 
few passengers and sumo freight, including 
about f),000 boxes apples. 

The Panama brought word that the steam- 
ers would in mime leave San Franoisco every 
Saturday for Portland. They would probab. 
ly proceed on to Victoria. 

The Sierra Nevada would lenvo Snn Fran- 
cisco on Saturday, the 12th inst., fur Port, 
land nud this port. The telegraph despatch- 
es announced that she would bring SOU pas- 
sengers to Portland. 

Portland was lull of people, and houses 
and accommodation could not be obtained. -v- 
A great rush was taking place to 1! dsn, and 
numbers had gone through from Yreka and 
Walla Walla. It was slated that about 
5.000 horses had gone to Boise from various 
quarters. 

The Portland market was in a state of ex- 
citement, and speculators were busy. Flour 
had also risen there lo £8 per bbl., nnd nil 
rtaplu articles were vory dear. .Mutton, 12)4 
(<£ 10 cents, wholesale; beel, I) @ 10 cents, 
wholesale. 

The muierj in Boise expect n panr sum- 
mer, in consequence of the small quantity ol 
snow which lay on the ground, mid the con- 
sequent scarcity of water. 

The Portland Daily Union thus comments 
on din Into uows :— 

The details ol Eastern naws brought by 
tho Panama nre full of interest, uolvv't thstand 
ing the most important items have been given 
already to the public in telegraphic despatch- 
es. Since the last complete reports, the situa« 
lion ol both federals and rebels has very ma- 
terially oliangod. Lee alone, of all the rebel 
commanders, retains hia geographical posi- 
tion, und ho doe3 30 only beeailse he dares 
not leave his ontioaehments either to run or 
light, That this ia true, is proved by tho fact 
that be soQered Kilpatrick to innko it raid in 
his rear, destroy his railroad communication 
■.villi his only source of supplies, make nn as- 
sault upon the rebel capital, und actually pe- 
netrate its oulcr lines of fortification, and 
then inarch down the peninsula and ellect a 
junction with lUulor, without enoouotering 
tiny resistance worth mentioning. It was 
one object of this raid to compel 
Lee to abandon his position on the 
Rappahannock, and give our forces battle on 
tbejoperj field. In this ohjoct the expedition 
failed, nnd tho rebel general admitted by his 
acts, or rather by his persistent refusal to act, 
that ho felt himsell tiuable to oope with any 
very formidable force. DIs command is 
estimated at 55,000 moil, and is larger by 
20,000 than any other body of soldiers iu 
the rebel service. Johnston, with 35,000 
men, till that is left of Liragg's celebrated 
army of Tennessee, is dividing his attoution 
between Gen. Grant at Chattanooga nnd 
Sherman's unexpected nnd damaging inva- 
sion of Alabama ; whilo Longstreet, with 
20,000 11100 Im.-i heat n hasty retreat from 
Fast 'JVascasee, and is just now engaged in 
standing guard over tho rebel capital, lest 
it fall inlo the hands ol •' IJeast Butler," who 
is hanging around its cubtuhs In n very ous- 
picious manner,
